Is Majeſty, by Warrant under his Royal Sign Manual, 

" bearing date the 28th of February, 169z, was graci- 

ouſly pleas'd to conſtitute and appoint them to be in 

their reſpeCtive Stations in the ſaid Train ;' and they 

accordingly ſerv'd in Flanders in the Army commanded by the 

the then Duke of Leizfter, until OFober 1692, at which time 

they were re-manded into Ezgland, and paid until the laſt of 
that month. 


By Order of the Principal Officers of his Majeſty's Ordnance, 
they gave conſtant attendance at the Tower, and were muſter'd 
from time to time, until the laſt day of March 1693, rendring 
an account of the ſeveral places of their abode, and were re- 
ſtrain'd from being abſent without leave, that they might con- 
tinually be in a readineſs, in caſe his Majeſty's Service ſhou'd at 
any time require their immediate appearance. 


They have not yet receiv'd any Allowance or Pay for their 
Service the ſaid five Months, from the firſt of November 1692, 
to the laſt of March 1693, notwithſtanding ſeveral Foreigners, 
who were upon the ſame foot and eſtabliſhment, have been 
fully paid and clear'd the ſame, as appears by divers Warrants 
directed to the Earl of Ranelagh for that purpoſe, the Copies of 
which they can produce. 


Several of them, in performing the Duty of their Attendance, 
and for want of Pay, were compelF'd to contra& Debts, which 
are very urgent upon them , and for which ſome are now lying 
1n Priſon, to the great detriment of themſelves and Families 
which they may juſtly attribute to their not duly receiving their 
Pay, and by being confin'd by ſuch attendance from following 


other lawful Occupations , whereby they might have earn'd 
ſabſiſtance.
